• THE LONG LINE of pickets 
who formed a revolving circle 
in front of the Continental Ho- 
tel, Friday, did not prevent 92 
student senators from register- 
ing there for the first session of 
the Model Senate. 

Representatives from 35 colleges 
and universities in the North, South 
and East, passed the picket line on 
their way to the registration desk. 
Somp were sympathetic with the 
strikers, some were not, but all 
were concerned primarily with the 
meeting of the Model Senate for 
which occasion they left their re- 
spective colleges to visit the Na- 
tion’s Capitol. | 

Among the politically minded stu- 
dents from the Eastern seaboard 
States were seven representatives 
from George Washington: Betty 

Green, Stuart Russell, Edgar Baker, 
Roye Lowry, Michael McKool, Ev- 
elyn .Morris, and George Pughe. 

Betty Green and Stuart Russell, 
elected president and executive 
vice-president of the Model Senate, 
presided at. the first session of the 
Congress, which convened in the 
Archives auditorium Friday after- 
noon. 

Betty Green Opens Session 

The woman president. Betty 
Green, sounded, the gavel Friday at 
1 p.m. and declared a forum and 
the Senators stood while the Rev. 
James Shearer Montgomery, Chap- 
lain of the House of Representa- 
tives, delivered the invocation. 

At the first session, Dean Elmer 
Kayser, Deah of University stu- 
dents, welcomed the delegates. Sen- 
ator Shipstead of Minnesota ad- 
dressed the delegates and outlined 
briefly some* of the responsibilities 
which the Senators should consider 
such as foreign relations, unem- 
ployment, and trouble with Indus- 
try. 

Following adjournment of the 
first session Friday at 2 p.m., the

American Legion was fifth >and 
Henry Ford, Bixth. 

Last December st undents in the 
psychology classes filled ouUques- 
tionnalres indicating whether they 
approved, disapproved, or weic 
doubtful concerning their attitude 
toward 24 prominent persons and 
organizations. Fbur .weeks later 
one group filled out a new, Iden- 
tical questionnaire. The other ) \ 
group listened \to newspaper ac- 
counts of the bearings of thc Dies 
Committee and also newspaper • 
quotations of President Roosevelt 
and others criticizing the work of 
Mr. Dies. The opinions of the sec- 
ond group were compared with 
those of the group which did not 
hear the "propaganda."' 

Before the students w^re "dosed',’ 
with the "propaganda." • DieH >Vas 
approved by 29 per cent, and dis- 
approved by 37 per cent, with >34 
per cent doubtful. After hearing 
the publicity the Texas Repre- 
sentative was approved by 27 per 
cent, disapproved by 59 per cent, 
with 14 per cent doubtful. 

Most votes of disapproval were 
given the Communjsl Parly. The 
C.I.O. and John L. Lewis, its presi- 
dent, also\ were given large dis- 
approving votes. In cent rust, a 
maorlty approved the A. F. of L. 
and Its president, William Green. 

On the first list, a majority wus 
doubtful regarding Attorney Gen- 
eral Frank Murphy, but 75 voted 
approval the second time. This 
was probably caused, the article , 
said, by President Roosevelt's pub- 
lic defense of Murphy against 
charges before the Dies committee 
linking him with communism, and 
the fact that Murphy was subse- 
quently named Attorney General '* 
also had some effect.

As ah example of these 
“warnings,” I was told to take 
heed of the case of a certain 
young man who spoke his 
mind too freely on this campus.

It is not the business of a univer- 
sity to educate its students against 
their will.

Although frequently they do not 
directly indicate that they wish to 
understand their direction in life, 
nevertheless the students do have 
that desire.

Last yeaY Yale, Cbrnell, .and 
Williams ’pll- inducted new presir 
dents in colorful and impressive 
ceremonies.

“What was once looked on as 
youth taking its fling is now re- 
garded by oldsters^ as subversive to 
the aim of education," he says. 
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Warning: Don’t Print It 

I might say, for the behofit of 
Interested students, if any, (hat I 
have been warned repeatedly to 
keep my mouth shut about ,tho 
whole affair- or else. Nobody has 
threatened me with personal re- 
prisal— I dont' mean that. 

No. These “warnings” have 
come from friends - students on 
The Hatchet and elsewhere who 
are, they say, trying to protect me. 

Frankly, I have only a vague no- 
tion of what they are talking 
about. They won't say. But ' they 
undoubtedly know that somebody 
with considerable influence is try- Council Commit* Suicide? 

Here, you have the picture of a 
Council, supposed • to be a body 
of responsible students with seri- 
ous purpose and duties, indulging 
lrt nonsense of the lowest order. 
All of it means that the Council 
is cpMmittjng SUlcide. 

If fhere is any restraint left 
In any members of the Council, 

I appeal to them to try to save 
something of the Council's 
rapidly-expiring prestige. The 
case for student government 
here Is weak enough, without 
having Its position weakened 
still further by political antics. 

I think another appeal should be 
made to Miss Barnes and Mr. 
Roth rock, w*ho received a so-called 
election to the illegal Council va- 
cancies. . These two persons would 
go far to restore soffie . respect to 
the Council if they would decline 
eveh to consider taking an Office 
under such circumstances. 


Dr. Seymour at Yale pledges him- 
self to an administration of “abso- 
lute intellectual freedom.” Dr. Day 
at Cornell declared the university 
to be the place where students may 
"improve thQ Jr command of the 
difficult art' of thinking," and went 
on to discuss Ihe forces today mak- 
ing it difficult for universities "to 
maintain the primacy of the intel- 
lectual function." 

Dr. Baxter at Williams pointed 
out that insecurity is the “greatest 
characteristic of the modern world" 
and that much remains to he done 
by all colleges and universities In 
the way of equipping their students 
to steer themselves. 

The fact that these three men, 
who spoke as though they were one 
voice, brings home' with added em- 
phasis the dangers besetting school 
life as the result of world condi- 
tions. The advantages to be gained 
by America’s intellectual freedom 
are loo apparent not to be noticed. 
In a world of tightening dictatorial 
ropes. America should ever strive to 
keep its places of learning frde and 
untrammeled. 


The Faculty 


To look at it In (hat manner ap- 
parently means that Mr. Land is a 
cynic. Most students do not come 
to college because they want to be- 
long to a certain class, but rather 
they come to learn, to meet people, 
to make contacts, to look for a hus- 
band or wife, to be in a position to 
make more money later on, and 
naturally to have a good time. 

“It is no wonder colleges are 
crowded." Mr. Land writes. 

The country-club college type 
Isn't as prevalent as some 
critics Imply. It Isn’t true that 
a modern, more u|Mo-date em- 
phasis is given to old-fashioned 
knowledge, but that Is only for 
advertising purposes. 

There seems to be no extraordi- 
nary difference betweem.the student 
and the university. One college 
president once said that “college is 
not a mere preparation for life (as 
so many say) but is life itself— as 
real a life as anyone will ever live.”

MOOT question 
whether a columnist on The 
Hatchet who is also a member 
of the Student Council may 
ethically criticize ^the Council. 
Nevertheless, I beiievle that after' 
last Tuesday’s meeting a criticism 
is not only ethical but is almost 
demanded. 

In an effort to play absolutely 
fair with the Council in the 
charges 1 am, making in this col- 
umn, I wih offer the use. of • this 
space next week to President 
Gardner to answer or refute' any 
..of, these charges if he sp desires. 

Now for the criticism: 

Last Tuesday a special meeting 
q! the Student Council \Las held 
for the specific purpose of consid- 
ering amendment's to its constitu- 
tihn. By a strict pqrty vote th<j 
i Council decided to consider the 
resignation of Charles Hamm and 
to fill the vacancy created instead 
of proceeding with the announced 
purpose of the meeting. 

Eugene Lerner, who had been 
elected Forura Director the previ- 
ous week. was declared ineligible 
„by President Gardner since the 
"constitution required two; years’ 
residence in the University to be 
eligibly for functional Student 
Council office. And again over the 
objections of the minority, Who 
were not aware beforehand of al- 
leged Ineligibility of Lerner, John 
Rothrock was elected to that 
position.. 

Perhaps I am missinfr the point 
in not condemning directly the 
methods used by the majority 
party in Ailing these aforemen- 
tioned “vacancies” but then the 
matter may be treated using 
personalities. , 

The resignation of Hamtn came, 
as a distinct surprise to the minor- 
ity members of the Council but 
very evidently It was no surprise 
t6 the majority. They immediately 
nominated and elected Phyllis 
Barnes by a five to four party 
vofie. - 

This might escape criticism be- 
cause It was good old-fashioned 
politics but U certainly wasn't 
democratlb. I believe thaL another 
convention of the miscellaneous 
flubs should be held to elect a 
successor. 

When Gardner declared that Eu- 
gene Lerner was ineligible the 
minority b^gan "to get mad. Cap 
gave {he reasons already itated, 
and the Council proceeded to again 
elect to fill the vacancy and again 
it was a five to four vote fpr 
Rothrock. 

Rothrock, a man who was un- 
known to any of the Council ex- 
cept the aforementioned majority, 
was elected to the position which 
had been held by Lerner. I am 
sure that an unprejudiced observer 
would admit that Gene Lerntr is 
the outstanding man in this Uni- 
versity in the matter of putting on 
Public Forum*. Last year he di- 
rected the very successful “Fresh- 
man Club Forums” which brought

• INTEREST IN EXTRA-CURRICULAR activities seems to grow 
with the passing of yeafs and While a student might enter some 
activity mildly enthusiastic before he is - through he probably is 
not Qnly interested in the one activity he entered but many more 

During his time at some particular activity h6 is unable to 
enter others because of lack of time, although 
some other group might interest him im- 
mensely. 

The four-year rule, limiting a student to 
four years in any oner activity, is very bene- 
ficial, for it provides the younger men with a 
chance to t^ke control of the activity and fur- 
nishes the incentive for hard work. 

The six-year rule, {vhich limits the activity of a stui^ntTo 
six years is mucK mqre drastic, as it ends the activity life of a 
student after he has spent six years at the University. 

He may have entered activities his third year here and Jf that 
is the case he must automatically <jlrop out after he has completed 
his sixth year. Or he may work in one activity for four years, 
, enter another and be forced to resigh before he 

has obtained his goal. | 

In the major activities, the four, and $ix 
year rules serVe a splendid purpose ; that of 
putting the day and night school student on an 
equal basis and that of allowing the younger 
members to advance to higher positions. 

In the minor activities the si^-year rule provides a distinct 
hardship for a student who mjght desire greatly tossing m the 
Glee Club op. attend the Chess Club or compete in some other ac- 
tivity which does not take the tihieiof the so-called major activities. 

The Hatchet does not wish to contend that tiie last-named 
activities were minor activities from the point of interest, but 
contends ^hat they are minor when compared from the standpoint 
of time. / 

The revision of rule six in regard to minor activities would 
not .hurt the activity set-up in the least and would increase the 
ten-year students’ interest in the campus greatly.

• DR.. LOWELL RAGATZ, pro- 
fessor of Modern European History 
ind specialist In the field of Euro- 
pean expansion, has had his fourth 
article, “Tropical American Agricul- 
ture," accepted by the Paris quar- 
terly, “Revue des Colonies," for 
publication In its April issue. 

"Man, not Nature," says Dr. 
Ragatz, "bound the Caribbean 
planter to monoculture. Each prop- 
erty yielded but one product, such 
as sugar, cacao, coffee, pimiento, 
ginger, or indigo, and a given pos- 
session’s exports consisted primar- 
ily of some jingle commodity." 

Regarding "monoculture," the 
growing of a single commodity, Dr. 
Ragatz traces the gro\4th of im- 
ports and exports and their effects 
upon thf growth and development 
of the American tropics. Immigra- 
tion, political developments and 
“absenteeism" are also discussed in 
detail. 

Two liooks and numerous oth£r 
articles have preceded Dr. Ragatz' 
work ih this field. The current 
work is the second to appear in 
English in the Paris publication, 
the previous ones being published 
in French.

A dozen small Ford plants dot the 
fields and meadows within fifty 
miles of Dearborn. We call them the 
“village industries.” Their windows 
are bright in the sun, and their 
wheels tum to the harnessed energy 
of once lazy streams. 

Many of their workers are farm- 
ers who love fine machinery. After 
harvest and before green-up, these 
farmer-workmen park their cars in 


neat tows beside the plants. Inside, 
with the newest, most modern ma- 
chines, they build Ford parts.

The game,, which -was witnessed by th$ largest gathering of fans ever 
to see a basketball contest In. .'Tech gym, started off lnau*plclously enough, 
as onfc. side' after another missed comparatively easy shots. In quick 
succession, Paris, Murphy of Georgetown, Faria, SllkowltZ; Murphy and 
Garber missed tries for a score. Both teams were visibly excited, and not 
helped any by the continuous roar which came, from the stands, fumbled 
and dropped passes time and again. 

Ironically enough, it was George 
Pajak subbing for the ailing F.d 
Kurtyka, w-ho sparked the Hoya’s 
first hart attack, and captured high 
Scoring honors for the evening 
with 10 points. After Irving Rlzzi 
brnpped in the first basket for the 
Hilltoppers, the grey-clad team 
jumped to an early 3-2 lead, and 
paced by their sensational sopho- 
more, George Pajak, maintained 
their advantage until. 10 minutes 
of the last half had elapsed. 

Colonials Tie Score at 2S-all 

It was just as half of the second 
stanza had elapsed that the Col- 
onial big guns finally started lilt- 
ting and tied the score at 23-all.

been made to elect Miss Barnes, 
and that no motion to elect any- 
one else could be recognized until 
the one on the floor had been 
defeated. 

"Usual” Procedure 

He explained that, since no mo- 
tion concerning the method of 
election had been made, he would 
follow the "usual” procedure. 

This procedure forced the fol- 
lowing unusual procedure: Desir- 

ing to nominate Phil Young for 
the position, Wayne Kniffin moved 
to amend by substitution the mo- 
tion made by Samuel, replacing the 
name Phil Young. The amend- 
ment was then voted on. and de- 
feated. The main motion was then 
voted on, and carried, thus elect- 
ing Miss Barnes, until the entire 
action was invalidated. 

Succeaaor Will Not Succeed 

It was necessary to follow a 
similar procedure, according to the 
ruling of the President, In elect- 
ing a successor to Lerner, who will 
not succeed him, according to 
further action by the Council. 
George Pughe, Advocate, nomi- 
nated Everett Bellows by amend- 
ing by substitution the motion 
made by Samuel, which nominated 
John Rothrock. 

When informed that a constitu- 
tional provision would preev'nt Mr. 
Bellows from holding both the 
Forum Director’s position, and the 
position of President of the Stu- 
dent Congress, which he now holds, 
Pughe withdrew his amendment 
(nomination) and, instead, placed in 
nomination (by amending by substi- 
tution) the name of Leonard Wil- 
son, Parliamentarian of the Stu- 
dent Congress. 

The amendment was then voted 
on, and defeated; the "main mo- 
tion" was then voted on, and car- 
ried. thus electing John Rothrock. 
until the Council decided that It 
had gone beyond the scope of its 
powers, in declaring Lerner ineli- 
gible, and invalidated the entire 
action. *

I don’t 
know what will happen or whether 
it was legal or illegal for the 
council to reverse itself. But I do 
know that It was the most disgust- 
ing exhibition of student govern- 
ment I have ever witnessed.

I^acka Full Two Yearn 

Lerner’s ineligibility was de- 
clared by Cap Gardner, S. C. Presi- 
dent, on the grounds that he has 
not had two years of residence at 
the University. The action of de- 
claring, him ineligible was declared 
beyond' the scope of the Council’s 
powers, and therefore Invalidated, 
on the basis of a present constitu- 
tional provision which states vthat 
only the faculty members of the 
Student Life Committee have the 
power to rule on eligibility. 

All Action Invalidate 

All other action at the meeting 
was declared Invalidated on the 
grounds that the meeting had been 
called specifically for the purpose 
of discussing constitutional re- 
vision. 

When Hamm's resignation was 
accepted, and It was decided to 
hold an immediate election to 
choose a successor, Jay Samuel, 
Student Comptroller, and former 
"chief" o( the Service Parly, nomi- 
nated Miss Phyllis Baines.
